2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
provide for the recited electrical wire comprising an electrically conductive core and a covering 
on said core, said covering being an olefm-based resin composition comprising a resin consisting 
essentially of the following resin components: 
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(a) 39-94 parts by weight of a propylene polymer having a melt flow rate of 0.1 -5 g/10 
min. and selected from propylene homopolymers or propylene-ethylene copolymers having a 
propylene content of at least 50% by weight, 

(b) 1-20 parts by weight of a propylene modified with 0.1-10% by weight of an acid 
anhydride, 

^5-60 parts by weight of a styrene-based polymeric elastomer modified with 0.1-10%o 
by weight of an acid anhydride 

wherein a total of the components (a), (b) and (c) is 100 parts by weight, and said olefin- 
based resin composition further comprising 

(d) 30-200 parts by weight of a metal hydroxide, based on 100 parts by weight of the 
resin components.
